The 7th Annual Session of the Union Baptist State 
Convention of North Carolina convened with the church 
above named at 7:30 p. m., Rev. R. L. File, pastor. 
President Rey. O. 8. Bullock presided. Devotions were 
conducted by Rev. Johns. 

Rev. O. J. Allen sang, ‘““I want to be ready.” Then 
followed thrilling music, vocal and instrumental. Song 
“Oh! lead me to the rock that is higher than I.” 
Invocation by Rev. C. C. Staton, pastor of Union 
Baptist Church of Tarboro, N. C. Song, “Blest be the 
tie that binds.”’ 

Rev. I. L. Johns, master of ceremonies, introduced 
Mr..J. A. Blume, of the city, who in turn presented 
His Honor, the Mayor, J. G. Haines. 

Among other things the Mayor said: ‘It is a pleasure 
to be here this afternoon to welcome you to cur great 
city. We welcome you here because our citizens invited 
you here.” ‘Winston-Salem, I believe, is going to take 
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place among the cities of this Union.’ “‘I] don’t believe 
that any city can ever-come to any great end unless it 
is founded on love.” “If we are without love our service 
is going to be worthless.” 

“Winston-Salem is trying to do service to all its 
people. We are spending $108,000.00 for colored 
schools.”’ ‘“‘I hope that in this gathering and other 
similar gatherings you have got to consider more than 
your churches.” ‘‘We’ve all got to work together. All 
the children must be educatea. The only way to raise 
citizenship is through our children.’ If there is any- . 
thing that we can do while you are here to make your 
stay more pleasant I hope you will call on us.””” Applause.

After ap- 
propriate remarks regarding the Scriptures read he 
joined with several breathern in services of praise and 
prayer.

Discussions. 


Baptist Education.—Our Secondary Schools, by Rev. 
W. H. Knuckles, Prof. C. F. Graves, Mr. F. M. Fiteh 
and Rev. C. F. Jingles. 

Rev. Knuckles commented on the good work that 
these schools have done, and concluded by saying that 
a change must be made in the secondary school system 
in order to make them a means to the best ends of 
education. He said that the means, in his opinion, is 
consolidation of secondary schcols—fewer but better 
schools. 

Prof. Graves said that necessity gave existence to 
our secondary schools, and that their continuity depends 
upon the will and action of the prime supporters of these 
schools. He did not object to consolidation, if it is 
found best to do so. 

Prof. Fitch took the position that we should search 
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into the matter in order to ascertain the truth. He 
pleaded for self-help, and complimented the efforts of 
different organizations to have educational institutions. 
He believed in united efforts, that somebody must make 
a sacrifice in order to realize the means for educational 
development. ; 

Rey. Jingles was proud of some cf our secondary 
schools, but some of them have spent their usefulness. 
He though that we should come together and eliminate 
some of our little schools and build a few big strong 
schools. He advised consolidation. 


Baptist Educational Work. 


A preponderance of opinion was favorable to con- 
solidation. The working out of the details of the matter 
was left to the schools and associations vitally interested. 

Rev. Dr. A. W. Pegues read an important resolution 
on finance. It was referred to the committee on Pres- 
ident’s Address and Ways and Means.

We are, therefore, asking you to bring this matter 
before your church at once, and see that the money is collected and re- 
ported promptly. This is a very small sum to ask for in view of the grave 
responsibilities resting upon us. Will you see to it that your good people 
do their part? Make your church the banner church. We need you in 
this great Baptist Forward Movement.

REPORT OF EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 
GREAT FORWARD MOVEMENT OF BAPTISTS OF NORTH 
CAROLINA. 

The recent Baptist State Convention of Baptists in Winston-Salem 
was in may respects a remarkable gathering, such as we have never held 
before. From beginning to the end, the interest was great and the en- 
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thusiasm was intense. Many revolutionary changes were effected in plans 
of work that appeared almost miraculous, and the spirit of unity was truly 
remarkable. One hundred thousand dollars was fixed as the budget for 
the ensuing year. To perfect more completely our organization to raise 
this sum, the following report of the Ways and Means Committee was 
heartily adopted: 

We are thoroughly convinced that the time is fully ripe for the Negro 
Baptists of North Carolina to take advanced steps in the organization of 
our forces, and in the systematic collection of finances to foster home 
missions, foreign missions, and christian education—one hundred thousand 
dollars being fixed as the sum needed—we therefore recommend the 
following: 

1. That we adopt the budget system to apply to all our thurches in the 
state on the basis of five cents per capita per month, as the minimum sum, 
which fund must be sent at least quarterly to the Corresponding Secre- 
tary, by which plan, one hundred thousand dollars annually will be collected 
for the objects afore mentioned. 

2. We recommend the approval of the ‘Stewardship system,” which 
provides that all christians give ‘‘as the Lord has prospered them.” We 
recognize that the Lord has graciously favored many of our constituents 
with great material prosperity, who are willing to “honor the Lord with 
their substance.’”’ These are to be reached by personal appeals. From 
this source we should realize a considerable sum. 

3. To execute and direct this plan, we recommend the appointment 
of a large representative committee made up of the officers of this Con- 
vention and three members from each Association in the State—including 
the Moderator, and this Gommittee shall elect from among their number 
a Central Committee of fifteen members to direct the campaign for the 
collection of funds and to elect such agents as may be necessary to facilitate 
the work and to disseminate information. 

4. We recommend that the budget stewardship plan or system become 
effective immediately after adoption. 

It is hoped that each pastor will see that this plan is put into operation 
in his church at once. Do not get behind; begin now to raise five cents 
each month from each member; then report the same quarterly to the 
Corresponding Secretary. Let us now act, move and work together for 
success.

m ae address of the President Rey. O. 8. Bullock, D. D., Raleigh, 
Brother President, Officers, fellow pastors and members of the Union 
Baptist State Convention of North Carolina. It is with inexpressable 
pleasure that I greet you, in this our annual session of this great con- 
vention. We use this word great advisedly. Great because of the high 
type of the Christian Ministry that forms the personal of the Convention 
along with the inteligent Christian layman. In saying this I am not 
unmundful of the fact, that there is great room for improvement. 

This year has been in many respects the most strenuous, in the history 
of the convention, viz: The depres ion in business and shortage in crops, 
yet let it be far from us the idea of complaint. 

I count myself happy, to be living in this period of the worlds history. 
As I read history and compare notes, there has never been a time, when 
the best could be brought out in an individual more than now, or on the 
other hand there has never been an age when evil tendences could be so 
easily developed. Not only am I glad that I am living, but that I am 
identified with the Christian Church, the Baptist Church (The Church 
that I believe that Christ was talking about, when he spoke those blessed 
words to Peter, when he said, ‘Upon this rock I will build my church and 
the gates of hell shall not prevail against it’’.) 

I am sure that you realize as I do, the vastly changing condition of the 
American lives, and the worlds developement; We the (Chureh) must 
endeavor to keep pace with the rapidly shifting sciences the steady pro- 
cession of streaming humanity. We are living in a world of new ideas 
and thought. We leaped in.a day, as so to speak from the day of travel on 
horse back, or buggy to that of automobiles or aeroplanes. The church cf 
the living God must not content itself with the ox-cart or buggy con- 
veyances while the world has gone on in automobiles and aeroplanes. I 
know there are large numbers, who will say that the religion of our Sayior 
will have its effect and as such we need not compete with the worlds 
advancement. Yes it will have its effect when it gets there, but it will 
be so long reaching its destination. Africa will be saved when we get suf- 
ficent missionaries and preachers there, but how many have already gone 
before the bar of God without the knowledge of our blessed Savior. Please 
do not mistake me, when I say keep pace with the great worlds develop- 
ment and changes. I do not.mean, the bringing over of the evils of the 
world into the Christian Church. Let that be far from us. I do mean this, 
for an example, across the street is a moving picture concern, that is put- 
ting all the pepper and ginger that can be mustered, and the very best 
thought and brain to present its work, but here on this side of the street, is 
the church with no fixed program, the Pastor sleeping until ten and eleven 
o'clock in the morning, or if not is concerned about some worldly affairs, 
and as such the church doors being opened only once a month for services. 
Even in some of our large cities, there is only one service a week, although 
the Church may be opened Sunday nights and Wednesday nights there 
is a general understanding apparently among the members that they 
are not supposed to be there, and too often the pastor gives consent, to 
this poor dying rate. It is the preachers business with the Church to 
put Christ upon the screen not of cloth, but of the lives of men, and 
paint Him through the working of the Holy Ghost, until men shall receive 
the joy of Christian Service. 

Bretheren may I speak with you just as I feel? We are trusting that 
this meeting shall not be a meeting of great speech making, that is a thing 
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of the forgotten past, therefore I shall practice the gospel which I preach, 
and as such I shall not detain you with a long flowery speech; for one 
great writer has said, ‘How can I hear what you say since what you are 
is rumbling in my ears.” 

One of the things the world has learned, from past experiences, is 
that the most economical and effective ways of supplying the needs and 
the demands of the day is the Composition of forces. As such those con- 
cerns that do not join with this great spirit, are being pushed out of the 
business. It would have been impossible for any one country, single 
handed to have checked the on slaughter of Germans determined effect to 
put down democracy and build upon its ruins autocracy, with all of its 
evil forces. But by the combined efforts of the liberty loving countries 
although many of our boys are sleeping in the Argonne Forest, and the 
fields of France, far, far, away from loved ones and friends, yet by this 
combined effort the monster Autrocracy has been slain, and we trust 
that true democracy shall reign until every individual in this our beloved 
country shall know that it lives. ‘Shall the children of darkness be wiser 
than the children of light?”’ 

My Bretheren may I sound the alarm that just as the small concerns 
are being silenced by the larger combined forces, just so I believe that 
the Negro Baptist not only of this state but all states will have to fall 
in behind the great procession of denominational and Christian advance- 
ment of this our state and other states, if there is not more of a combined 
effort to do larger work for our King. We speak of a man being intel- 
ligent and highly trained, yet they have not even touched the borders of 
the great knowledge of God, since if men will use the most economical way 
of putting their program over, does it not follow that God would use 
the most effective and economical means of putting his program over to 
bring the world td him. Then if we the Negro Baptist of North Carolina 
will be so selfish, mean and narrow, as not to combine our efforts, do you 
suppose that God will continue to wink at our short comings? J cannot 
believe it. For this world must be brought to him, it follows and is shown 
in sacred history that God always used the individual or people who would 
do the work for him. My Bretheren could we as a great Baptist family 
come together not two years or three years from now, but now, and put 
over a large program for our Xing, Heaven would smile. 

Foreign Missions. 


Iam very thankful to say, that the untiring efforts of our predecessors, 
some of whom have gone to receive their blessed reward, others of whom 
we still have with us, have so prayed, talked, advised and worked until 
our foreign missionary work in the state is on good basis. We made a 
fairly good showing at the Lott Cary Convention in Newark, N. J., yet 
not near what we might have done. There are a number of churches. 
and associations yet who do not give to Foreign Missionary causes. 
I am trusting however that the day is not far hence, when every church 
within the bounds of our great state, and every member will feel obligated 
as christians and missionary Baptist to contribute systematically for 
the Evangelization of the world. The Lott Cary Foreign Mission Conven- 
tion will meet next year within our borders, in the city of Charlotte with 
the Baptist churches and pastors of that city. We shall expect a larger 
representation from this state than of any previous years. We are also 
urging you to enlarge our Foreign Mission offerings. It shall be only a 
matter of time that any church, pastor or people who will not, and do 
not contribute largely for Foreign Missions will die of itself. 


State Mission. 
This part of our work has been very largely neglected. We have 
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been using the word state missions in our speeches and minutes in names, 
but a matter of fact we have not heretofore done much real state mission. 
It has not been because there was not a burning desire in our hearts, but 
it has been a need of sufficient money to develop this phase of work 
This year we have made a slight start in this direction. Just here however 
Twish to mention some of the work of our Evangelistic Board that is less 
than a year old, headed by the untiring worker, Rev. O. J. Allen. This 
board has greatly assisted the pastor in evangelizing their churches and 
taking an advance step in establishing churches where there are none. 
There are two points we wish especially to mention: The work done at 
Morganton directed by Rev. Allen and Watkins. After conducting a ten 
days meeting in this city, they succeeded in organizing a church assisted 
‘by the white pastor of the city. They made steps to purchase a lot. The 
Rowan association, the association in whose bounds we are meeting now 
also has honored itself by making an appropriation of $300.00 to pur- 
chase a lot for said church. The same bretheren conducted a very successful 
meeting, encouraging one of our very weak and needy points, namely Mt. 
Airy. I mention these facts so that you may know that we have made a 
slight advance in the home mission work, but we shall need more associat 
ions to take the forward steps, like the Rowan Association, to place the 
home mission work where it ought to be. This work that has already been 
started will be compelled to die unless we can get sufficient funds to 
support missionary pastors. 


Education. 


There has been an unusual awakening in the educational system of 
North Carolina, possibly more than any other state in the South. The long 
prayed for day has already dawned upon us, when the state is stepping in 

‘to do its part for Negro Education. We are continually praying that the 
day that has already dawned will fully break. Yet as the state does this 
more efficient work, it shall be more encumbered upon the Christian 
church to step in and do a certain class of educational work more effective 
than ever. Using the words of Dr. Pegues, ‘““The State is a very souless 
thing’, that it concerns itself with the heads of men or developing the 
mind and not the heart. Hence the church must keep its hand upon these 
strong minds and develop both head and heart. We here, at this session 
must plan a more effective way of prosecuting our educational work in 
the state. 


Shaw University. 


The first two or three months of our conventional year were given 
to raising the sum of five thousand dollars to secure a conditional gift 
of ten thousand dollars for Shaw University. Language fail me when 
I try to express to you my heart felt thanks for your unstinted co-operation 
in raising this amount in so short a time. This city has the honor of 
making the first contribution of five hundred dollars. I am sure the 
convention will join in with me in giving the Washington, D. C. bretheren 
a hearty cheer and a vote of thanks for their liberal contribution of five 
hundred and one dollars. Through our honored President of Shaw Uni- 
versity Dr. J. L. Peacock. It might be fitting just here to say that this 
movement was started in Washington by Dr. J. O. Bullock the beloved 
pastor of the great Third Baptist Church, that gave $301 of the $500 
raised in that city. I am confident that you will not call me egotistic if I 
mention the church that gave the largest amount in this drive, viz: First 
Baptist Church Raleigh honored it self by contributing $509. The ven- 
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erable D. N. F. Roberts was pastor at that time. The educational work 
is hke a nursing baby it must be continually fed. The money raised 
for Shaw the first of this year, will not keep it going this school year. 
We are called upon at this convention to formulate plans by which we can 
do even more than we did the first of the year. We all can be but proud 
of the rating that Shaw has among Negro Colleges but we desire that she 
will take her place. among colleges, of this country regardless of race, 
to do this we must have money and men. 

It is one of the laws and nature that species perpetuate its own. Thus 
the thing that lies the closest to the ministers heart is perpetuating the 
ministery. Therefore the one department of educational system that 
would appeal to us most would be the theological. Living in Raleigh as 
I chance to be just now, I am able to come in closer touch with both 
teachers and students of that department. The one great need as I observe 
is a systematic support of young men who knock at their door with un- 
sufficient means to pursue their course. 


Secondary Schools. 


The one thing in my mind that has handicapped our educational 
work and not only educational work, but all denominational work in the 
state, is the system of doing our secondary work. This system might have 
had its day and many virtures, but I know now it is far from being able to 
compete with the present day educational system of the state. It is a 
reflection upon our christian denomation and its leaders to spend the money 
of our people this way. Understand me bretheren, I do not mean for our 
great denomination to slack its reins in christian education, but only urge 
that we conbine our effort so that we may be able to do more effective 
educational. I am praying and trusting that the men of this convention 
shall forget themselves and personal gains and plan for the best things ° 
for our great and good people at home, if we do, unborn generations will 
rise up and call us blessed. 


Orphan Home. 


I need not say very much about the Orphanage, for we are in the 
city that gave birth to this institution and largely supported it through 
these years. As you see on the program we are to have a session on the 
grounds of this institution at which time we will be able to take note and 
inspect. That will speak louder than words. You will see there is great 
achievements and also its alarming needs. It suffices to say, it is ours 
and we solicit your unstinted support. 


Union Reformer. 


I appreciate more keenly this year the need of a larger circulation of 
our denominational state paper. We are largely in debt both morally 
and financially to our good editor, Rev. J. W. Ligon. Through his personal 
sacrifice and untireing efforts, we have been able to keep the paper going. 
It is far from being the ideal-of the editor, or the Baptist of North Carolina, 
but we can only make it our ideal by money and support. Just a few 
recommendations and I shall be through: 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


That the constitution of the convention shall be so changed that the 
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convention shall be known as the Baptist State Convention, of North 
Carolina. 

That the convention shall support and largely control three and not 
more than four schools in the State of North Carolina, known as secondary 
schools. 

That these schools shall voluntarily present themselves to the State 
Convention. 

That these schools shall be so geographically located as to touch every 
part of the state. 

That a special drive shall be put on at once for education and missions. 

That an effort be put forward to raise funds for the theological depart 
ment of Shaw University to be placed at the disposal of worthy students 
for part payment on their board. 

I wish to thank you for your patience and for your support during 
the past year, and pray that each of vou men may join in with us and thus 
enabling us to put on and put over a program for our Lord and Savior 
Jesus Christ, that shall do honor to ourselves and our great denomination, 
and make Heaven smile.

REPORT OF CORRESPONDING SECRETARY. 
Winston-Salem, ‘N.C., Nov. 1, 1921. 


Mr. President and Brethren: 


Following the usual custom, I beg to express my gratitude for being 
spared to meet you once again, and to render my annual report as your 
corresponding secretary. I share with you most heartily the inspiration 
of this occasion, coming, as we do, to represent the strongest Christian 
influence in our great state. 

This prestige is undeniably true when we are rated according to numeri- 
eal strength—but, alas! numbers unorganized and uncontrolled, make 
a weak defense, and especially in collecting and centralizing financial 
rescources’ to definite ends. While, as a people, we have exhibited a mar- 
velous gift to imitate and to discover the tracks of others who have trav- 
elled through sacrifice and herosim to glory, yet we seem slow to learn 
how to handle to advantage the huge army which our Lord and Master 
has given to us for the advancement of this Kingdom. We must admit 
that up to the present time, we have scarcely realized the greatness of 
our denominational resources. We have found no way to organize, 
direct, and utilize the forces under our supervision, which fact should 
distress us, in the face of our splendid opportunities, let us therefore 
soberly and prayerfully face the responsibilities of the hour, and honestly 
search out the defects in our plans, eliminate whatever hinders, even if it 
be the plucking out of a right eye, and introduce a policy that will give 
effective and creditable results. It takes a broad Baptist to be a loyal 
Baptist and a loyal follower. It takes both intelligence and grace to make 
a true missionary Baptist; hence we insist on christian education and a 
converted church membership. 

' My report is the product of experience and not the ravings of a dis- 
grunted pessimist. I know the weak points in our organization, and be- 
lieve that I am able to offer workable remedies. In referring to our weak- 
ness, let it be understood that I do not question your orthodoxy, for you 
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are “deep water Baptist’; but I condemn our Modus operandi; it is sadly 
imperfect. 

We have met, I trust, for the purpose of ‘lengthening our cords and 
strengthening our stakes”’. 


Our Conventional objects. 


What are our conventional objects? Briefly stated, they are (1) Home 
Missions, (2) Christian education or culture, and (3) Foreign Missions. 

Home missions embraces work in the state and the nation, such as 
planting churches and supporting workers in weak fields. 

Christian education embraces the education of preachers, teachers, 
and missionaries, and the maintainence of a reasonable number of den- 
ominational schools to supply leaders. 

Foreign Missions embraces the giving of the gospel to the heathen 
nations of the earth. 

These objects are on the main line of christian endeavor. No one 
questions their validity. They claim the support of all Baptist churches 
and leaders. No one can ignore them, and be considered consistant and 
loyal. 

The convention exists for their promotion—One Baptist Church 


has just as much right to support them as another—all are equally inter- 
ested. 


Inefficient Organization Cause of Failure. 


Permit me to state again that the cause of our failure is due to in- 
efficient organization. We have, at least forty active associations in the 
state: all independent, and set in their ways; We have several Sunday 
School Conventions ‘similar in character, and we have several Womans 
Conventions opposing each other, and doing but little for the general 
good; atl absorbed, however in what seems to them to be good and legitimate 
objects—yet operating largely to the detriment of the parent body. 

This situation is absurd and serious, more befitting the leadership of 
insanes than thoughtful intelligent men and women. In fact, there is no 
need of but one organization in the state except as those others contribute 
to the strengthening of the general body. All others are auxilliaries, and 
should submit to the situation for the common good of the cause. 

We have pressed our independence too far; it annuls the fact that 
“in union there is strength’. 

To break down associational oligarchy we must deal directly with 
local churches. 

A large number of our associations, churches and preachers feel that 
it is more important to build school houses than it is to preach the gospel. 
They are supplanting the state in educating the children. This is wrong, 
horribly wrong. The schools that draw on our churches for support must 
be reduced to three or four at most. Some of our associations do nothing 
else but run a school; they tax the churches; threaten and domineer church 
and pastor that object to this anti-christian policy. 

Many of our churches are not free to do the Lord’s work. | 

The same argument applies to our Sunday School Conventions and to 
our Woman’s organizations and Conventions. They are too independent 
in their methods of work, and they do too little for the main objects as. 
fostered by the parent Convention. es ‘ 

It is true that all these organizations claim.to be auxilliaries until 
their finances are to be disposed of; then their independence is fearfully 
asserted. With our forces so badly divided, we can hope for nothing but 
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failure. My one plea is for unity of action among Baptists, and the con- 
centration of influence and finances. 

Is there no adequate remedy for the evils that we suffer? Have we not 
sufficient intelligence to find a solution for our difficuly? Have we not 
enough spiritual sanity to do the wise thing? Are we doomed forever to 
be led by men who have no real vision of the divine world program? Let 
the ultineatuno be promulgated here, and sent to every church and pastor 
in the state that we stand for christian missions, christian education, and 
ageresive christian evangelism, and let us call upon all true Baptists to 
enlist in this noble conflict. 

Let this ultimatum lkewise demand that all other existing bodies, 
accept auxilliary relationship to the parent body, or be “Anathema Mar- 

natha’’. 

The hour has fully come when Negro Baptists must ‘“‘Come up or shut 
up”. We have not been mindful of “The Hea venly Vision’. The world 
has been given to us by Providence and we have allowed it to slip into 
other hands. It is high time that we get about our “Fathers business’’, 
and ‘‘quit our foolishness” 

Many are distressed about ‘‘the state of the country”. I am worried 
about ‘“‘the state of the world’. may the Lord grant us wisdom to plan 
for success. 


The Budget System Commended. 


The way to raise money is by the budget system. We have failed 
by the “give-as-you-please”” method. 

Let the sum desired be fixed and apportioned among the churches of 
the state. Can any reasonable man object to this plan? Can any church 
that has a decent regard for, or appreciation of the work object? 

Fix the amount as follows: Home missions $18,000; Foreign Missions 
$24,000; Christian education $48,000; Orphan Asylums $10,000; total 
1000,000. Based on a membership of 180,000 (which is a low estimate), 
this would average 60 cents per capita for twelve months, or 5 cents per 
member per month. Is this too large a sum to ask for? Does it not seem 
ridiculously small? 

This is not chewing gum money and yet we fear to ask for it. 

We have not confidence enough to execute a plan so simple. What 
honor it would be to all leaders in the state if we could make this plan a 
reality! Five cents a month from our membership would produce the 
handsome sum of $108,000 a year. Can we not get all our churches to try 
this plan just one year? We can do so if our leaders will agree. Laymen 
can help, but our pastors must lead. We can never succeed until our 
preachers get right. The people follow their leaders. 

The situation is indeed serious. Our present plan is a failure. We 
are making no permanent progress in money raising. The money spent 
in operation is practically wasted. 

Our earnest field secretary is working himself down with little or no 
results. When he goes to a meeting, he is regarded as a stranger or an 
intruder, and must beg to be heard. His collection is largely considered 
a personal gift rather than a hearty donation to a great world cause. While 
this feeling obtains, his service is unprofitable. We must reach the core 
of our difficulty some how or other. Now is the time to reform. The 
power of divine truth is irresistable; the minister must speak as oracles 
of God. The truth may cut; then let it cut. We should know. We ought 
to know. We must know what our churches, Sunday School Conventions, 
Woman’s Conventions, our Unions and B. Y. P. U’s are going to do; and 
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if they give not definite help, then put them out of business. This is a- 


frank, direct statement of a serious case. 


An Appraisement of Our Resources. 


The critisisms herein offered are friendly, and the result of nearly forty 
years experience; they are intended for good. Faithful are the wounds 
of a friend. The picture is not wholly dark. Some of our Associations 
and churches are doing well under the circumstances; and they will do 
better under a better system. 

In order to make our plan definite and practical, I have endeavored 
to make a complete roster of the churches in the state by associations, 
together with the names of their pastors and secretaries and their post 
office addresses, as they appeared in the minutes of 1920. The list is by 
no means complete, but sufficient to afford a foundation for constructive 
work. 

In this list, which is a part of this report, we have 1371 churches, em- 
braced in 37 associations with 177614 members. 

In a few of the associations we find a less membership now than re- 
ported ten years ago. This is due to two things mainly: Per capita tax- 
ation for the support of local schools and the fearfully large number of 
exclusions. The same is true with regard to the list of ordained ministers. 
Only the names of those who pay the annual fee appear in the minutes. 
More care should be given to get the statistics of the churches correct, and 
the total eipenatines should be reported, instead of the “financial mem- 
bership.” 


Our Baptist Schools. 


The following schools are drawing support from our churches: Waters 
Normal Institute, Winton, N. C.; Thomspon Institute, Lumberton, N. 
C.; Roanoke Institute, Elizabeth City, N. C; Albemarle Training School, 
Edenton, N. C.; Bertie Academy, Winsdor, N. C.; Rich Square Academy, 
Rich Square, N. C.; Higgs Roanoke Institute, Parmelee, N. C.; Tar River 
Institute, Greenville, N C.; Atlantic Institute, James City, N. C.; Baptist 
Academy, Jacksonville, N. C.; MeDaniel Institute, Kinston, N.C. ; Faison 
High Se hool, Faison, NCE - Bureaw High Se hool, Burgaw, N. C.; Neuse 
River Institute, Weldon, N. C.; Shiloh Institute, Norlina, N. C.; Reedy 
Creek Institute, Littleton, N. C.; Hodges Institute, Clarkton, N. C.; 
Pee Dee Institute, Hamlet, N. C.; Western Union Academy, Ruther- 
fordton, N. C., and several others of less importance and yet in course 
of constr uction. 

in addition to these, there are a number of scam nablce schools that get 
regular contributions from local churches. It must be apparent to all 
that we have too many schools. They hinder our denominational work 
rather than help. It is argued that, we need these schools as rallying 
points, but the cross of Christ should afford sufficient inspiration to give 
life to our churches. We cannot do what we ought for Shaw University 
because we are over burdened with local educational projects. We must 
act wisely and thin them out. 


Associational Moderators are Vital Factors. 


Associational moderators are vital factors to be considered in pulling 
over any progressive movement in this state. They form the key to the 
situation. The present moderators are as follows: Dr. R. R. Cartwright, 
C. 8. Brown, Rev. William Wiggins, Rev. J. W. Wood, Rev. N. V. Davis, 
Rev. J. W. Williams, Rey. A. H. Dudley, S. L. Stanford, A. A. Smith,

D. C. Gore, J. J. Hines, C. J. Stringfield, J..H. Dunston, A. T. Tuck, N. 
A. Cheeck, 8. L. Parham, 8. C. Griggs, J. W. Hairston, J. KE. Boykins, 
J. E. P. Little, R. D. Harris, Richard Allen, S. W. Waddell, 8. T. Thomas, 
W.S. Creecy, O. R. Gordan, H. Paterson, Rev. Copeny, A. H. Wilson, 
Rev. Craige, Rev. Whitted. Get these men and you have the Baptists of 
North Carolina. We have a weak state convention because these men 
have not heartily supported it. Let them appear before the bar to answer 
for our denominational weakness. 

It may be interesting to know that the West Roanoke Association, 
comprising Hertford and Bertie Counties, is by far the leading association 
in the state in point of numbers. It is made up of 57 churches with a total 
membership of 18305 in two counties. The Neuse River comes second 
with 92 churches and 18062 members; the third is the Roanoke with 
70 churches and 14189 members. Nearly one half of the Baptists of North 
Carolina live east of the main line of the Atlantic Coast Railroad running 
from Weldon via Selma and Fayetteville. In this territory we have over 
eighty thousand Baptists. This host of people should be trained and 
used for the good of our great denomination. 


Suggestions and Recommendations. 


1. We must do away with spasmodic giving and collections, and adopt 
the systematic budget system. 

One cent per month from 180,000 members will give us $21,600 a year; 
two cents monthly $43,200; three cents, $64,800; four cents, $86,400; 
five cents, $108,000. Any person interested can pay this sum. Let five 
cents a month be the minimum. 

2. Regional or district workers should be employed whose business 
would be to develop the conventional work in their respective territories. 

3. A strong central committee of fifteen should be appointed to direct 
the collection of funds, and to plan for the securement of individual gifts 
from the hundreds of members throughout the state who are able to make 
larger personal gifts. 

That we press the importance of reducing the number of our Baptist 
secondary schools, and suggest that as rapidly as possible the turning of 
these schools to the state. 

That an effort be made to bring the various conventions of the state 
under closer supervision of this Convention as auxiliaries.

REPORT OF FIELD SECRETARY. 
Dear Brethren: 
It is with a great deal of delight that I embrace this privilege to stand 
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before you in this the annual session of our convention. I am happy 
because I see so many of you here and I rejoice and give God praise that I 
am here with you. 

This is the fourth time that I have been permitted to bring before you 
my annual report. During these four years I have had an opportunity 
to study this great Baptist family at somewhat close range. I have seen 
them in their little churches back in the rural districts and I have also 
met them in their village meetings houses and their modern city houses 
of worship. These observations have pursuaded me often to say to them 
that you are a great people and capable of doing a much larger service 
than any vet attempted by our denomination here in North Carolina. 


What has been done since our last meeting. 


We began the year by launching according to your directions, an 
intensive drive to complete the raising of a fund of five thousand dollars 
for Shaw University. This campaign began about the time the price of 
crops went down and high wages ceased. Not without much prayer did 
we attempt this task, but with prayer and faith we set oyrselves to the 
task assigned. In this drive we had the hearty co-operation of the Presi- 
dent and other members of the faculty of Shaw University and much 
help from the officials of this body and other pastors who volunteered to 
help. Too much cannot easily be said in praise of the pastors whose 
churches contributed so liberally in this drive. They received us joyfully 
and urged their people to give and they gave largely. I know now as 
never before that our people will do when shown what to do and how to 
do it. 


The Board Outlook in The State. 


To my mind the opportunities for waging an intensive and extensive 
campaign for Kingdom extension and Denominational growth were 
never better offered us than that which is presented by existing conditions 
in the state. 

The brethern, North, South, East and West seem more inbued with the 
spirit of co-operation than in former years, thus, they are the better 
prepared to meet at a time like this and lay plans for doing larger things. 
The world-wide, or extensive idea in church work has grown upon the 
brotherhood in a manifest degree. There are pastors and churches too 
who a few years ago seldom gave anything or even spoke of money for 
missions either home or foreign, are to-day strong advocates for and 
liberal contributors to these causes. 


Much yet to be accomplished. 


I do not mean by what has been said above to minimize the fact, that, 
“There remaineth yet much more land to be possessed’’. 

It is my desire rather to emphasize that far too many pastors are 
indifferent and their churches inaroused and inactive as to the great 
purpose of the church namely, the preaching of the gospel to all the world. 
The world is yet to see what the Lord can do with this great host of Baptist 
when they shall obey his injunction and lift up their eyes and look on the 
fields and in faith go forward to the harvest.

REPORT OF THE EVANGELISTIC BOARD 
Mr. President and Fellow Ministers of the Kingdom: 

We have come to the first mile-post in the history of the Evangelical 
Board of our great State Convention. 

Your humble servant, in his annual address last year, among other 
things, made a recommendation that this Department be created; which 
was adopted by you and the task of State Director was assigned him. 

Realizing the work large and the task a stupendous one, I gave much 
time to prayer and consulation with the Lord, asking Him for His guidance 
to help put over this program. 

In January, the Evangelical Board met in Shaw Universi y, Raleigh, 
and held a most profitable and inspiring meeting, at which Dr. R. Spiller 
presided. Among those present were Drs. E. M. Brawley, L. T. Christmas, 
G. W. Moore, R. Spiller; Revs. J. T. Williams, P. L. Bone, M. L. Dawson, 
G. A. Mial, J. W. Ligon and other brethren w hose names I do not recall. 

The brethren most heartily endorsed the plans we recommended and 
pledged themselves to do their best in helping put over the Lord’s work 
in this soul-saving campaign. I have striven to do my best. 

My brethren, “the primary work of the Church is the evangelization 
of the world for Christ; when we fail to do our part in saving ‘the souls 
of men, we have left our first love. Jesus gave the great commission to 
“Go into all the world and make disciples of all nations” and when we fail 
to do this, we cease to be Missionary Baptists and are “hard- shells’. 

God’s program is a world-wide one and only men with big hearts and 
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clear visions can see the importance of this work. Paul, in writing to 
Timothy, his son in the gospel, said, ‘“‘Do the work of an evangelist; make 
full proof of thy ministry.” When we as ambassadors of Jesus Christ 
fail to do this evangelistic work, we are not making full proof of our minis- 
try. 

The true minister has the burden and passion of souls and can’t hold 
his peace. The voice of the sainted prophet can still be heard echoing 
through the ages and beating against the walls of time, saying, ‘Cry 
aloud, spare not, lift up thy voice like a trumpet and show my people 
their transgressions and the house of Jacob their sins.’”’—Isa. 58:1. And 
those who do this a great promise is vouchsafed to them—Isa. 58:11 
““And the Lord shall guide thee continually, and satisfy thy soul in droughts 
and make fat thy bones; and thou shalt be hke a watered garden and like 
a spring of water whose waters fail not.” 

This is enough to encourage all who are willing to do the will of God. 
The minister who fails to do the work of an evangelist in his Church will 
find his congregation diminishing; vacant seats will increase while the 
attendance will decrease. 

Let the minister, himself, pray for the Baptism of the Holy Spirit, 
and be burnt with Holy Fire; then he can set somebody else on fire. The 
need of the Christian Church is more people on fire for God. Beautiful 
Churches, educated pews and trained ministers make a splendid combina- 
tion, but the most beautiful thing of all is a Church, with a trained choir, 
educated pews, trained ministers—all—from the pulpit to the door, on 
fire for the Lord. 

David said, ‘Let the redeemed of the Lord say so.”’—Men say so in 
business, in lodges, in politics, and all walks of life, but in the Church they 
sit like “Dumb dogs that cannot bark.” 

A few days ago, I saw a Packard with the latest improvements, stand- 
ing on the street; but it could not run, for the reason that the battery was 
dead. 

Some years ago, I worked at the million-dollar mill, near Gastonia 
on its completion, I had the pleasure of going through it; the finest machin- 
ery that could be had in the United States was installed; but the mill 
stood still, because there was no fire in the fire-box. 

A few days ago, I was passing through Spencer, and I saw one of the 
largest engines owned by the Southern Railway. It is said to pull 100 
loaded cars easily; but with all its capacity to do this, it could not move 
a wheel-barrow, because there was no fire in the fire-box. 

My brethren, let me admonish you as followers of the lowly Nazarene, 
always keep plenty of fire in the fire-box. If our hearts are filled with the 
Holy Spirit, we can do a mighty work for God. 

In conclusion, permit me to say, the work has been very hard; yet, 
it has been pleasant. I have had to work almost single-handed. Only a 
few have made reports to the Office and a very few have given money. 

We were fortunate to secure the most efficient service of Miss C. E. 
Sullivan, a graduate of Temple University, Philadelphia, Pa., to do our 
office work. She has served in a two-fold capacity, yet she has given per- 
fect satisfaction, and has helped us much. 

From her report, we have sent out; 800 Letters, 1000 Report Blanks, 
40 Telegrams, 75 Postal Cards.

CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE I. 


This Convention shall be knows as THE BAPTIST STATE CON- 
VENTION OF NORTH CAROLINA. 


ARTICLE II. 


It shall be the object of this Convention to encourage and assist Shaw 
University; to educate young men called of God to the ministry and 
approved by the churches to which they belong; to encourage education 
among all the people of the State; to support the Gospel in ‘all destitute 
portions of the State; to send the Gospel to Africa and other heathen 
lands; to encourage the distribution and the study of the Bible and sound 
religicus literature; to assist Baptist churches in the erection of suitable 
heuses of worship in unoccupied sections; to encourage the proper care 
of indigent orphan children and destitute and aged ministers of the Gospel; 
and to promote all agencies for social betterment. 


ARTICLE Il. 


Section 1. This Convention shall be composed of Baptist Associa- 
tions of North Carolina, regular Baptist churches, and all Baptist organ- 
izations of a missionary nature or character, and members in good standing 
in regular Baptist chur ches. 

See. 2. Any person in good standing in a Baptist church may become 
an annual member of this Convention by the payment of one dollar. 
Any Baptist Association may be represented by the payment of fifty 
cents per church, and may send one delegate for every ten churches or 
fraction thereof. Any Baptist church contributing during the year to 
the objects of this Convention, shall be entitled to representation in this 
body, and churches so represented shall be required to pay an additional 
sum of two dollars annually, to meet the current expenses, and pastors 
of such contrubuting churches shall be considered members of this Con- 
vention by virtue of office. All churches, associations and Baptist organ- 
izations contributing money for Foreign Missions, shall be permitted 
to designate where this money shall be sent, and each member present 
shall be entitled to one vote on all questions. 


ARTICLE IV. 


Section 1. The officers of this Convention shall be a President, four 
Vice-Presidents, a Treasurer, Recording Secretary, and Assistant Re- 
cording Secretary, a Corresponding Secretary, a Statistician and an 
Auditor 

Sec. 2. To promote more vigorously the work of this Convention 
there shall be appointed a State ‘Mission Board, consisting of thirty-five 
members, elected by this body, and one member from each Association 
in the State. The members-of this Board shall be considered the direct 
representatives of the interests of the Convention in their respective 
sections. The State Mission Board may appoint from time to time sub- 
committees for the prosecution of the work of the Board. The Executive 
Committee shall be made up of the members of the State Mission Board. 

Sec. 3. The Executive Committee, in addition to its general duties, 
is authorized through its representatives to confer with and institute 
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plans for co-operative work in the State with the State Sunday School 
Convention and the Woman’s Baptist State Convention, and with the 
other existing Baptist organizations. 

Sec. 4. The President shall preside at all the meetings of this Con- 
vention, sign all orders drawn upon the Treasurer. One of the Vice- 
Presidents shall perform the same duties in the absence of the President. 

Sec. 5. The Recording Secretary and Assistant Recording Secre- 
tary shall keep a faithful record of the proceedings of the Convention 
shall prepare the minutes for the press, publish and distribute the same. 

Sec. 6. The Treasurer shall receive all funds collected for this Con- 
vention and make public acknowledgment of same every month in a 
paper designated by the Convention; hold all cash and notes belonging 
to the Convention, forward at least once in two months all contributions 
to their proper destination, and give a suitable bond to the Board of Mis- 
sions, and make a full report of. receipts and disbursements to the Con- 
vention, and to turn over to his successor in office, on retiring, all the papers 
and books belonging thereto. 

Sec. 7. The Corresponding Secretary shall be considered the off- 
cial representative of the Board of Missions, and shall conduct the cor- 
respondence of the Convention, issue all appeals for funds, make out 
and sign all orders on the Treasurer, and shall report as agent ‘of the Mis- 
sion Board to the Convention all the work done during the year, and 
offer recommendations for the future development of the work. He shall 
receive contributions for all objects of the Convention, and pay the same 
over to the Treasurer within thirty days. The Board of Missions shall 
fix the salary of the Corresponding Secretary and all other agents and 
missionaries of the Convention. 

Sec. 8. The Auditor shall, before each annual meeting of the Con- 
vention, examine carefully the receipts, disbursements, vouchers, papers 
and books of the Treasurer, and his certificate to the f facts in the case 
shall be attached to the Treasurer’s report. 


ARTICLE V. 


Section 1. The Executive Committee, composed of fifteen mem- 
bers, elected by the Mission Board, shall be located at Raleigh, N. C., 
and shall have charge of the work of the Convention, subject to the ap- 
proval of the Board ‘of Missions. 

Sec. The officers of the Convention shal be elected annually. 
The soe and missionaries shall be members in good standing in regular 


Baptist churches. 
ARTICLE VI. 


The Convention shall meet annually on Tuesday evening before the 
First Sunday in November, and close the followi ing Friday evening. 

The Board of Missions shall meet at 10:00 o’clock A. M. on “the day 
of the convening of the Convention and at the same place. 


ARTICLE VII. 
The funds of this Convention shall be designated as Educational, 
Foreign Mission, Home Mission and General. These funds shall be 
kept separate and distinct, and the money contributed to either must 


be applied as designated. Any moneys sent up for any other object ap- 
proved by the Convention. shail be turned over to that object. 


ARTICLE VIII. 
This Constitution may be changed or amended at any regular meet- 
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ing of the Convention, prior to the last day, by a two-thirds vote of the 
members present, provided notice of the same was given the previous 
year. 


WOMAN’S AUXILIARY CONVENTION. 
CONSTITUTION. 


The members from Societies, Unions and Associations met in Hert- 
ford, N. C., for the purpose of putting in effect the benevolent inten- 
tion of the constituents by organizing a plan co-operating and combin- 
ing and directing latent energies of the denomination for the spreading 
of the Gospel, adopted rules, which are amended from time to time, as 
follows: 

Article 1. This assembly shall be known as the WOMAN’S BAP- 
TIST STATE CONVENTION AUXILIARY TO THE UNION BAP- 
TIST STATE CONVENTION. 

Article 2. The object of this Convention shall be to promote the 
cause of Home and Foreign Missions, to assist in supporting the Reform 
School located at Charlotte, and to complete the establishment of the 
Old Folks’ Home, located at Scotland Neck, N. C., Orphan Asylum at 
Oxford and Winston, N. C., Roanoke Collegiate Institute, and several 
other schools in North Carolina, and to- advance the cause of Christ in 
whatever way it can. 

Article 3. That this Convention be composed of Missionary Unions, 
local Societies, Associations, Bands, ete. Annual! and Life members 
will be admitted by the payments, as follows: Unions and Associations, 
$5.00; Societies, Clubs, Bands, ete., $2.00; Annual members, 50 cents; 
Life members, $5.00. 

Article 4. That we send each year for Foreign Missions a dona- 
tion for part payment on one missionary’s salary (Susan B. Taylor) 
while engaged in the work of the Foreign Mjission Board, directed by 
Rev. L. G. Jordan, located at Philadelphia. 

Section 1. That we pledge also to pay the expense of one missionary 
employed in the Haitien work by the Union Baptist Convention of North 
Carolina. 

Article 5. That the officers shall be: President, two or more Vice- 
Presidents, Recording Secretary, Corresponding Secretary, Treasurer 
and Auditor, and the officers of the Convention shall be each, by virtue 
of his office, ‘members of the boards. 

Article 6. The Treasurer shall hold all moneys and valuables be- 
longing to the Convention, and shall make a proper entry of all receipts 
and disbursements. All orders for money must be signed by the President. 
Books shall be open at any time for inspection. 

‘Article 7. The Recording Secretary shall keep a strict record of 
all preceedings of the Convention. 

Article 8. The Corresponding Secretary shall correspond with every 
Society, Bank, Union, etc., that represents in the Convention, and keep 
file communication of the same. 

Article §. All officers appointed by the Convention shall be mem- 
bers of some regular church in Union with the churches composing this 
Convention. 

Article 10. The bodies and individuals composing this Conven- 
tion shall have a right to specify the object or objects to which their 
contributions shall be applied, but when no specification is made the 
Convention shall use its best judgment in applying the same. 
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BY-LAWS. 


1. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Convention within 
thirty days to notify all members of their appointments, and chair- 
men of such committees of their appointment of chairmen. 

2. The rules of order for the Convention shall be those laid down 
in ‘“Mell’s Manual of Parliamentary Practice’ or other good authori- 
ties, but in cases where these differ, or for which they do not provide, 
the President shall exercise her judgment, subject to appeal to the Con- 
vention. 

3. Any dissension arising on the floor of the Convention is out of 
order, and it shall be the duty of the President to suppress such. 

4. Speeches in support of a report or individual shall be short, and 
no one person shall be allowed to speak on the same more than five minutes. 

5. The Secretary shall form the closest possible connection with 
the members of the Convention by distributing circular letters, leaf- 
lets, newspapers, or the most expedient way for our people. 

6. The By-Laws may be altered at any time by a majority vote, 
except on the last day of the Convention. 

7. That the Executive Board shall meet for the further transac- 
tion of business pertaining to the Convention the morning of the last 
day of the Convention at 10:00 o’clock A. M.
